A terrible fight has occurred In Samoa, in which 214 American and | 


British marines were ambushed on a German plantation. As a result of 
the battle two American officers, LIEUT. LANSDALE and ENSIGN 
nONAQHAN, and LIEUT. FREEMAJN of the British gunboat Tauranga, 
who was in command of the expedition, were killed and beheaded by 
Mataafa's savage warriors. Four marines were also slain. The enemy's 
loss was forty killed and a number wounded. The German manager of the 
plantation, who was seen urging the natives on to the attack, was arrested 
and is now a prisoner on board the Tauranga. Germany is expected to 
demand his release, and as there is no likelihood that the demand will be 
granted, everything presages a war between America and England on one |- 
side and Germany and her allies—if she has any—on the other. 
The 


inexorable logic of events seems to have brought about the Anglo-Ameri- J 
can alliance at last, and a cataclysmal war will probably be the outcome. |

tinued their depredations. Property was 
destroyed and bridges and ro.ids were 
barricaded. 


On March 9th the enemy was sighted 


at Maguigi, and machine guns and 
a 


seven pounder were used. 
The friend- 


lies also attacked the enemy during the 
latter's retreat and several rebels were 
killed or wounded. 
The friendlies car- 


ried one head through Apia, which made 
Captain Stuart so furious that he went 
to the King and threatened to shoot any 
man found taking heads. The King then 
issued 
a proclamation 
forbidding 
the 


practice. 


The German Consul wrote to Admiral 


Kautz asking If two great Christian na- 
tions approved of this inhuman and bar- 
barous practice 
against 
tho laws of 


Christianity and the decree of the Su- 
preme Court. 


KAUTZ REBUKES CONSUL ROSE. 
The Admiral replied, agreeing with the 


Consul as to the Inhumanity of the prac- 
tice, and pointed out that had the Ger- 
man Consul upheld the decree of the Su- 
preme Court of .January 
there 
would 


have been no bloodshed; that the cus- 
tom was an old Samoan one, but first 
made known to the world ten years ago, 
when the heads of honest German sailors 
were cut off by the barbarous 
Chief 


Mataafa, whom the representative of the 
great Christian nation, Germany, Is now 
supporting. 


Expeditions in armed cutters belonging 


to the Tauranga and Porpoise are do- 
ing considerable execution against Ma- 
tamfa's strongholds along the coast. Tho 
British forces are being assisted by 100 
Samoans. About forty-six of Mataafa's 
boats and several villages have been de- 
stroyed. In the meantime flying columns 
are being sent daily along the roads and 
through the bush near Apia. 


ANGLO-SAXON" BRAVERY. 


On April' 1st a force of 214 British and 


Americans and 150 friendlies were sur- 
prised In ambush at the German planta- 
tion of Vaslao. 
The rebel force opened 


fire on the,rear, left Hank and front of 
the Anglo-American force. 
The friend- 


lies bolted, but the marines and blue- 
jackets stood their ground 
splendidly, 


Americans and British firing shoulder to 
shoulder. The Colt automatic gun with 
the landing party became jammed, and 
the Americans and British were practi- 
cally at the mercy of the rebels. 


"Retreat" was sounded three times bo- 


fore the marines ar.d bluejackets retired. 


' DEATH OF THE OFFICERS. 


Lieutenant Angel H. Freeman, 
First 


Lieutenant of the Tauranga, who was In 
command of the allied force, was 
shot 


through the heart. 
Lieutenant Philip 


Lansdale, U. S. X., had his leg shatter- 
ed while endeavoring to fix the jammed 
gun. 
Seaman Hunt, of the British ship 


Porpoise, had an extra cap. He remained 
with Lieutenant Lansdale until clubbec" 
over the head and knocked senseless. The 
bluejacket revived as the natives were 
cut-ting off his right ear, and were turn- 
Ing him over, in order to cut off his left 
ear. 
At thl#- juncture -a.-shell- from the 


..British.cruiser Royalist burst on the bat- 
tlefleld,'scafing the rebels, and Hunt suc- 
ceeded In escaping'to the beach, although 
severely stabbed in one foot. 


SAMOAN BARBARITY. 


The same night the friendlies found the 


bodies of all the officers headless. 
The 


bodies were burled with all honors 
at 


Mullnuu on Easter Sunday. 
The heads 


were subsequently brought in by one oi 
the French priests and the graves were 
rs-opened and the heads buried with the 
bodies. 


Lieutenants 
Freeman 
and 
Lansdale 


were capable and popular officers. 
The 


former was single and the latter 
was 


married in June. 
The officers who re- 


turned are Lieutenant George E. Cave oi 
tlfe Porpoise and Lieutenant C. M. Per- 
kins of the Philadelphia. 
All behaved 


splendidly. 
Captain Cave took command 


of the retreat. 
Captain Sturdee of the 


Porpoise was away on the expedition 
with his cruiser, and Gaunt's brigade was 
also absent on duty. 


- 
THE.REBELS' LOSS. 


The loss of the enemy is not known, btit 


probably fifty of the rebels were killed 
ar.d many were wounded. 


The bodies of three rebels were found 


near where Lieutenant Lansdale and En- 
sign Monaghan of the Philadelphia were 
killed. 
The priests buried thirty-eight 


rebels, and much blood was seen on the 
road over which the Mata.afans had been 
dragging away their dead and wounded. 
There were also pools of blood behind the 
cocoanut trees, the bullets from the Am- 
erican and 
British 
rifles 
going 
right 


through thick trees and killing men hid- 
ing behind them. 
Some of the rebels 


fired from the tops of cocoanut,, palms. 
The rebels opened fire near the town 
last evening. 


. ARMS FOR THE FRIENDLIES. 


. It Is proposed to summon another war-- 
ship to distribute more arms among the 
friendlies and to import additional friend- 
lies from Tutlleu. 
It is also suggested 


that the troops might be obtained from 
New Zealand or Sydney, N. S.. W. 


If a -sufficient quantity of arms could 


be obtained, about 2,000 friendlies could 
be used against the Mataafans. But they 
are not brave and have not shown fight- 
ing 
qualities, 
excepting 
those 
with 


Gaunt's brigade, and that force may not 
accomplish much. 


' 
THE ALLIES COMMENDED. 


Admiral Kautz, Captain E. White of 


the Philadelphia and the American 
offi- 


cers generally have earned golden opin- 
ions, as have Captains Stuart and Stur- 
dee of the British navy. 
They are do- 


ing everything possible and everyone rec- 
ognizes that better men could not, be 
handling the situation. 


The Samoans say Mataafa, on three 


occasions, had resolved to surrender, but

They 
created quite a sensation in political cir- 
cles, and among the general public. Tho 
newspapers 
sent 
out large placards 


printed with such etnrtlinsr statements as 
"British and American Forces Routed," 
"German 
Treachery," etc. The heroic 


conduct 
of Ensign Monaghan . of 
the 


Philadelphia, particularly appeals to l!ie 
public. The British Admiralty has re- 
ceived a dispatch from Captain Btunrt, 
the senior- British naval officer in- Sa- 
moan waters. Rivlngr the news of the 
death 
of Lieutenant Freeman • of 
the 


British cruiser Tauranffa, in "an ensaffc- 
ment with the rebels." 


Beyond this, no further details have 


been received. 


The German Embassador, here, Count 


Von "Wlldenburff, first received the news 
from a representative of the Associated 
Press. He quickly recognized its impor- 
tance, and asked permission to make a 
copy of the dispatch. He said: 


"This news is indeed grave, and it is 


unfortunate, too, a.t this moment that 
any thing should occur to enilanRer the 
negotiations for the settlement that we 
were glad to feel would noon have arriv- 
ed. Of course, I cannot discuss the par- 
ticulars given in the dispatch, but the oc- 
currence Is certainly very unfortunate." 


Tho Pall Ma'il Gazette says: 
"The locality of the engagement, 
or 


rather ambuscade, Is stated to have beer 
a German plantation, and there is the 
unpleasant suggestion 
that there 
was 


treachery on the part of a German sub- 
ject. 
The incident, apart from the IOSF 


of life, is deeply deplorable. 
The situa- 


tion was already full of anxiety to those 
at home, while on the spot racial feellnR 
is high. It will be kept well under con- 
trol, though 
the Cabinets 
of London. 


Washington and Berlin could well have 
been spared this latest development. Wr 
may be assured that order will be main- 
tained, as heretofore, the United States, 
but even their efforts will not clear the 
air of the electricity which Is fast ac- 
cumulating: at Apia." 


The United States Embassador, Joseph 


H. Choate, having read the Samoan dis- 
patch, said to a representative of the 
Associated Press: 


"And Is Gorman treachery hinted at? 


I see nothing in this news to warrant for 
a moment the suggestion that the, Gor- 
man government Is In any way impli- 
cated. Until we know more about the 
local 
circumstances 
surrounding: 
the 


case, It is Impossible to express an ac- 
curate opinion. 


"There Is one thing, however, it will 


tend to force matters, and now, doubt- 
less the three governments will take up 
the question vigorously, and instead of 
the occurrence causing delay, it may ac- 
celerate a definite understanding."

RAIN FALL. 


"The drought h*s been happily broken 


After a duration of a, little over twenty- 


four months. The period was not abso- 
lutely ralnlesp, but the ground was dry 
down to bed rock. Trees fifteen years 
old, with.. deeply buried roots, died for 
the want of a little moisture. The few 
light show.ers falling on the surface of 
the parched ground, were mostly evapo- 
rated by the sun or by the drying north 
winds. However, the company's records 
show that more water was wasted.from 
the lakes during the latter spring than at 
any other period of tho rainy season, 
consequently late spring rains were con- 
fidently expected. The rain fall during 
the month Justified the belief that thera 
would be abundance. 
During the last 


twenty-five years, 
seventeen 
of these 


have yielded the large 
March 
month 


average of 5.15 inches, producing upon 
tho San Leandro water shed three bil- 
lion, five hundred millions 
of gallons. 


Deduct one billion for absorption by the 
dry soil and there remains a flowage 
into the lake of two billion five hundred 
million gallons. Even Including all the. 
years when March has been dry since 
1S7G, and the March average would still 
be nearly four inches, which would have 
afforded, after having deducted the same 
quantity for absorption, one billion five 
hundred million gallons would be the ac- 
tual flowage into the lakft. 
The records 


also show April as 
a water-producing 


month, the preciptation having reached 
as high as ten Inches for that 
period 


alono.
